George E. Hart, James Farquhar and George Far- 


quhar will be honored as the new members of the Orange 
County Journalism Roll of Honor today at the seventh 
annual Santa Ana College Journalism Day. 

Hart, who observed his 50th anniversary of news- 
papering in the Orange County Courthouse Pressroom this 


month, started his career on the 
Orange Daily News. He established 
the original pressroom in the 
courthouse. In 1948, Hart became 
city editor of the Eugene Oregon, 
Register-Guard, in 1946 was edi- 
tor of the Santa Ana Globe, served 
as administrative assistant for the 
County Board of Supervisors, and 
in 1949 organized a courthouse 
press bureau, which he still main- 
tains. He has published short 
stories and one novel. 
Father-Son Awards 

James Farquhar, of the Hunting- 
ton Beach News, published his 
first paper as a schoolboy 63 years 
ago. He is the dean of county pub- 
iishers and has been in Hunting- 
ton Beach since 1927. In addition 
to his newspaper work, the elder 
Farquhar was an unsuccessful can- 
didate for the California Senate, 
he taught the largest Bible Class 
in the world and enjoys keeping 
-crapbooks. 

George Farquhar, the son of 
James Farquhar, is from the Hunt- 
ington Beach News. Young Far- 
quhar served as sports editor for 
the Santa Ana- College El Don 
back in 1933-34. He was the win- 
ner of a Theta Sigma Phi journal- 
ism award in 1955 for the feature 
story on his father’s heart attack. 

Roll of Honor 

Election to the Roli of Honor 
is a recognition of long service to 
journalism. Previous nominees 
have been Justus Craemer of the 
Orange Daily News; the late 
Frank Rospaw, of the Placentia 
Courier; Sam Meyer, Newport

Sully-Miller Co. 
To Give Award 
To SAC Student 


Sereening of records of pos- 
sible candidates for the award of 
the Sully-Miller scholarship will 
begin at Santa Ana College next 
week. The substantial grant goes 
to a selected student of the col- 
lege for his continued education 
heyond junior college. 

In 1959 the award was won by 
Joel Vandezande, now an engi- 
neering major at the University 
of Redlands. 

Mr. Donald H. Minnick, mem- 
ber of the school scholarship com- 
mittee, will accept applications to 
be considered in the screening pro- 
cess. The committee annually 
weighs the records of eligible stu- 
dents against the criteria estab- 
lished for the award before pass- 
ing on definite recommendations 
to the actual selection committee. 
This is the second year of the 
scholarship. The grant was estab- 
ished by Mr. E. B. Miller, presi- 
dent of the Sully-Miller Contract- 
ing Co. of Long Beach. Mr. Miller, 
in conference with SAC officials, 
agreed upon standards of selection 
for the award. Academic capabil- 
ity is a major consideration, al- 
though need and leadership qual- 
ities are considered. Special pre- 
ference is given to male students, 
particularly those majoring in En- 
gineering, chemistry, or related 
fields of science or mathematics 
or business administration. 

Actual selection of the student 
to win the award is undertaken by 
a special committee headed by the 
Mayor of Santa Ana and includes 
the President of the Santa Ana 
Board of Education and_ the 
Orange County Auditor. Their 
selection is based upon resumes 
of student records forwarded to 
them by the SAC scholarship com- 
mittee. 

The award is one of the out- 
standing financial aids available 
at SAC. The student is given 
$1,000 each year of his junior and 
senior years.

He 
put aside the exacting hat of 
chief of the United Press Pacific 
Northwest division in Portland. He 
closed the door on the insatible de- 
mands of a private news plant. 


These one-hat tasks with the 
strain of their demands Sky Dun- 
lap left behind to return to his 
alma mater and take on the simple 
role of Assistant to the President 
of Santa Ana College and to be 
the college Director of Community 
Relations. But, when now he tips 
either of these big hats there is a 
whole rack full of lesser chapeaux 
waiting to be worn in ‘turn.
